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Pleaded Guilty to All 


Charges Except Arson 


Peter Scheck is Defandant in 


Principal Case at the Sittings 


of Supreme Criminal Court—Luther Otti Found Guilty 
of Unlawful Wounding and Gets Sentence of Year 


The regularly half yearly sittings 
of the Supreme Criminal Court is being 
held here this week with His Honor 
Mr. Justice Tweedie presiding. 

The first act of His Honor was the 
discharging of + some twenty-seven 
farmers who had been subpoenaed 
for jury duty on account of the pres- 
sure of work on the farm at the pres- 
ent time, and they were relieved from 
further attendance at the court. 


The first case’ was Rex. vs. Luther 
Otti, who was charged with attempt- 
ing to murder ‘Alex. Primrose, of the 
Mulhurst district on 23rd of February 
last. A dispute arose between the two 
men over some hay Primrose is al- 
leged to have called Otti a liar, where- 
upon Qtti grabbed a revolver out of 
his pocket and shot at Primrose, 
Luckily the bullet from the revolver 
embedded itself in a nickel watch 
which Primrose had in a pocket of his 
jacket, just over heart and beyon? a 
bruise over the heart and a slight 
wound in the left arm, Primrose did 
not suffer any serious injury. After 
a trial lasting all day Monday, the 
jury brought in a verdict of unlawful 
wounding, and Otti was sentenced to 
one year imprisonment at hard labor 
at Fort Saskatchewan goal in addi- 
tion to the time he has already served 
awaiting tria} since February 23rd 
last. P. D. White of Edmonton, for 
the accused; W. H. Odell, K.C., for the 
Crown. 

The leading case of the sittings is 
Rex vs. Peter Scheck of Camrose, and 
this case is proceeding as we go to 
press. There are thirteen counts in the 
inditement—three being arson charges 
and ten fraud charges involving auto- 
mobiles, Scheck for some time prior 
to February 2nd last operated a gar- 
age known as Auto Supplies..of.Cam- 
rose. On February 2nd, in the early 
morning, there was a fire at the gar- 
age, which partially destroyed the 
building and contents, and different 
cases have arisen out of the fire. 
Scheck, through his counsel, intimated 
he would plead guilty to all charges 
except arson, and the first arson 
charge, namely, the charge of burning 
the garage, is proceeding. Many wit- 
nesses are present from different 
parts of the province. The case is 
involved and lengthy. The other two 
arson charges cover the burning of a 
building and contents the property of 
Frank W. Schmidt, formerly of Cam- 
rose, and now serving a term of im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary at 
Prince Albert, and the other charge 
concerns the burning of a garage con- 
taining an automobile at Donalda. J. 
D. Adam of Edmonton, is acting for 
the accused, and W, H. Odell, K.C., 
and J. J. Frauler of the attorney-gen- 


eral’s department, for the Crown. 

The case of Rex vs. Alfred Dahms 
was postponed until next sittings on 
account of the absence of a necessary 
material witness, 

The remaining case on the list is 
Rex vs, Albert of the district of Sedge- 
wick, who is charged with the theft of 
cooking utensils from a farm in that 
district. 


PONOKA OLD TIMER

son, old timer, ‘aged 81, who has been 
living alone, was found last night 
about 8 o'clock, by E. Hinckley, lying 
on the floor in a pool of blood from a 
wound in the head. He was still con- 
scious, and when questioned denied 
all knowledge of the twenty-two rifle 
which was beside him and stated that 
he had fallen and struck his head on 
te edge of the stove. Dr. Campbell was 
called to the scene, and, after an ex- 
amination, sent the injured man to 
the hospital at Red Deer. 

An X-ray examination was made 
which showed a piece of bullet lodged 
in the brain. One eye was pierced 
by the bullet and the left side is par- 
alyzed. 

Mr. Thomson is highly thought of 
and as he has been in bad health for 
some time, the supposition is that he 
became despondent, and attempted to 
take his own life.

Weaver Would Force a Show-Down 


Edmonton, Sept. 22 (Journal).—; 
Completion of the Lacombe and North- 
Western railway from its present 
terminus at Breton, north and east 
into Edmonton, utilizing the twelve 
miles of old grading built some years 
ago by the Canadian Northern railway, 
will be urged with increased vigor by 
Col. C. Y. Weaver, provincial Con- 
servative member for Edmonton, at 
the forthcoming session of the Al- 
berta legislature. 

Col. Weaver, with Col. I, C. Jamie- 
son, former federal Conservative can- 
didate for West Edmonton and in con- 
sultation with Dr. C. B Kidd of Leduc, 
former provincial Conservative can- 
didate for that constituency, has just 
returned from a motor trip, which, fol- 
lowing the old grade southwest from 
Edmonton, took the party through the 
country to be served by the suggested 
extension. 

It is pointed out that, now the line 
is at Breton, the worst part of the con- 


struction is over, There are no deep 
ravines from Breton into IXdmonton, 
and no muskegs to fathom. Some 40 to 
45 miles of new construction would be 
required to link the road with the 
twelve miles of old grade that runs 
from Edmonton to Whitemud creek, 
which latter would have to be crossed 
by a bridge 

Once through, the province would 
have a line that goes somewhere and 
ends somewhere—one that could be 
profitably operated by the province, or 
sold to either C.P.R. or C.N.R., to 
either of which lines connection could 
readily be made. 

“It was the fault of the government 
that this extension wasn’t made a more 
lively issue last session,” says Col. 
Weaver. “The Conservative party 
were solidly for it, and this coming 
session we're going after the com- 
pletion of the road, and the govern- 
ment will have to come 
down as to its intentions.”

day,

TENTH FORTNIGHTLY CROP 
REPORT 

(Issued by Department of Agriculture, 

Government of Alberta, Edmonton, 

September 26, 1927), 

The delay in harvesting and thresh- 
ing operations occasioned by the fall 
of rain and snow on Friday and Sat- 
urday will be very slight and with a 
continuance of the present favorable 
weather, work will be resumed within 
a few days,, according to reports 
reaching the Department of Agricul- 
ture. The snowfall was heavier over 
the northern half of the province, 
but sun and wind are rapidly drying 
stooks and little damage to crops in 
the fleld is anticipated. 

Cutting of wheat had been practic- 
ally completed over the province by 


the middle of the past week, and rapid. - 


progress was being made in harvest- 
ing coarse grains. Lodging has oc- 
curred in some fields as a result of 
the snowfall, and this will delay the 
completion of cutting in some cases, 
A good start had been made with 
threshing in a number of districts and 
some exceptionally good yields have 
been reported. Most of the wheat 
threshed so far-is grading No. 2 and 
"No. 3°Nortliéin, but the percentage of 
tough grain being marketed is suf- 
ficient to justify a warning to farmers 
not to be unduly anxious to thresh 
before stooks have dried thoroughly. 

In the south eastern part of the pro- 
vince the weather has been dull, but 
rain did not stop threshing and good 
progress is being made. In central 
and northern sections work was com: 
pletely tied up but present indications 
point to a resumption ‘of threshing 
operations about Wednesday. In the 
Grande Prairie, Peace River and Spir- 
it River districts work is expected to 
be general again by the middle of 
the present week. 

Little difliculty is reported in secur- 
ing suflicient labor to handle the crop 
and threshing machines are plentiful 
throughout the province so that with 
favorable weather little time will be 
lost in putting Alberta’s record crop 
into marketable shape.

anadian moose and deer hunting: seasons are at 

hand and from reports reaching the tourist de- 
partmont of the Canadian Pacific Railway Company 
there is every indication that one of the best hunting 
seasons ever will be experienced, 

Mike Bates sends down word from his camps 
at Metagama, Ontario, that if the hunters don’t get 
their deer and moose this season they will have 
nothing to blame but their poor shooting, He says 
that moose are very plentiful and expects it to be a 
great year in every way. From Schreiber, Ontario, 
where John Handel, outfitter, has been operating, 
the roports ure just as reassuring, Handel says 
that the game has increased in the Superior Game 
Preserve lying south of the C. P. R. line and a very 
considerable area and the surplus has crossed to 
the north of the tracks offering good hunting. He 
says that caribou are roaming the woods in increased 
numbers, As the C. P. R. line is the north bound- 
ary of the game preserve, hunters don’t have to 
go very far for their quarry,

In addition to the 
remarkable inducements offered the hunter these 
districts have an impelling attraction for the tourist, 
man or woman, who delights in exploring the won- 
ders and beauties of Nature in wild and primitive 
country. 

The big game inhabitants, according to locality, 
comprise White sheep, mountain goat, Osborn cari- 
bou, moose and three varieties of bear—grizzly, brown 
and black. Some magnificent trophies of all these 
species have been obtained in the past. 

The Yukon game country is so vast. in its extent 
that a great number of hunting parties can be out 
in the same season without ever being seen by one 
another.

The boiling point of radiator glycer- 
ine is slightly higher than that of 
water, so that the engine can be al- 
lowed to heat up without fear of los- 
ing anti-freeze protection. Ags a result 
this car may be driven on the warm 
days that come sometimes in winter 
without fear that the radiator will boil 
over, and one is prepared for the cold 
snaps whenever they come,

Not only must the motorist seek 
adequate and dependable protection 
avainst freezing—but he must be sure 
the solution he uses does not harm 
any of the materfals in the cooling 
system of his car., Automotive experts 
have investigated the corrosive effects

Because radiator glycerine is val- 
uable, one should naturally prevent 
it from leaking away. 

Above all, be sure the cooling sys- 
tem is tight, Remember glycerine will 
leak out of the tinfest of holes. The 
garage man can easily tighten hose 
connections, cylinder head gaskets and 
pump packing—so there can be ab- 
solutely no question that the cooling 
system is leak-proof, 

Also, glycerine should not be wasted 
through the overflow pipe inside the 
radiator, The radiator should never 
be filled higher, than within three 
inches of the top of the pipe.

WEANING CALVES GRADUALLY 


(Jxperimental Farms Note) 

During the past four years the writ- 
er has been weaning his beef calves 
gradually, Late in October or early in 
November they are driven into the 
calf pen some morning, bedded com- 
fortably and fed well, while the moth- 
ers are reduce to a straw ration. ; 

In the evening a nurse is allowed 
and this keeps the corral fairly quiet 
until near morning—a fact much ap- 
preciated in the residence. An even- 
ing nurse may be permitted daily at 
“first and then at longer intervals until 
the cows are practically dry. 

There is some bother entailed, of 
course, and the aggregate amount of 
bawling is possibly increased rather 
than diminished, but the acute dis- 
tress of both cow and calf is avoided. 
There is no danger of udder troubles, 
and the calves go right ahead. 

In 1923-24 twelve calves” thus 
weaned put on over nine-tenths of a 
pound daily the first hundred days 
after commencement of weaning. In 
1924-25 eight head gained 122.5 pounds
